The Child Care Center has 350 children enrolled with approxi- 
ately 75 percent belonging to single parent families according to Karen 
Clements, Child Care Center secretary. Roughly 85 percont of the 
children, Clements estimaied, have parents that aitend Sacramento State, 
ihe remainder are children of statf/faculty and a few alumas, 

Pees are currently subsidired fox epprosnimately 50 familins, 
who have 60 children enroiled m ue center. Clements believes that at 
least SO percent of the 800 people on the center's waiting list are 
requesting subsidized care. It usually takes only one or two semesters for 
a person able to pay the full fees to get their child enrolled in the center. 
The wait for subsidized care usually takes two years. 

Fees vary according & whether the parent is a student, staff or 


faculty membey or alumni, and if the child ts a toddler, preschool age or 
Kindergarten to eight years old. The cost ranges from $305 per month to 
$505 per month. Meals and snacks prepared on site and diaper service 
when necessary are included in the price. 

Over 110 studeats are on the part-time payroll of the center and 
between 200 and 300 students use the centers fulfill thai major require- 
ments observing for child development courses. 

Patricia Worley, the cenier director, has been with the center for 
13 years. As a teacher for 10 years and now director for three years, 
Worley welcomes volunteers to help in the daily running of the center.
